Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a wireless-type tire condition monitoring apparatus and a 
transmitter for the tire condition monitoring apparatus Which enable checking of tire 
conditions, including the air pressure in a tire, from the interior of a vehicle. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features "a transmission controller, 
controls the transmission device in accordance with an operating mode selected from a 
normal mode, in which data transmission is performed a predetermined number of times 
in a cycle of a predetermined length of time, and a temperature compensation mode, in 
which data transmission is performed a number of times greater than said 
predetermined number of times in the same cycle, and wherein said transmission 
controller determines whether to shift from the cun-ent one of the operating modes to the 
other operating mode by comparing the measured internal temperature of the tire with a 
predetermined threshold temperature" and "a transmission controller controls the 
transmission device in accordance with an operating mode selected from a normal 
mode in which data transmission is performed at first time intervals and a temperature 
compensation mode in which data transmission is performed at second time intervals 
shorter than the first time intervals, and wherein said transmission controller determines 
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whether to shift from the current one of the operating modes to the other operating 
mode by comparing the measured internal temperature of the tire with a predetermined 
threshold temperature". The closest prior art Tsujita (US 6.604,416) and Hardman et al. 
(US 6,885,296) discloses conventional vehicle remote tire monitoring system, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate the above limitations obvious.
